Fourteen Cities May 


Unite On Sewer Outfall 


. Fourteen cities of the San Gabriel 
Valley were represented at the meet- 
ing the Inter-City Commission Friday 
of last week at the city hall in South 
Pasadena, to discuss ways and means 
to construct an cutfall sewer fo solve 
the sanitation problems which one by 
*ne they are all required to work out. 
The Inter-City Commission had' sent 
invitations 
to the representatives of 


the other cities who met in Covina 
early this week for the purpose of 
obtaining cooperation. 
In response 


there were present: L. L. Ratekin, E. 
P. Warner, J. L. Matthews, J. N. Wil- 
son, Covina; C. E. Bayley, Pomona; 
Dr. L. W. Atkinson, M. J. Coffin, Az- 
•usa; J. W. Stone, W. G. Legg, Comp- 
ton. 


In brief, the sentiment of the rep- 


resentatives of each of the cities was 
summed up in the words of Dr. At- 
kinson of Azusa, "If there is going to 
be an outfall sewer, we want to be in 
on the ground floor." 


At the outset, John D, Reavis, pres- 


ident of the Inter-City Commission, 
announced that the well-known engi- 
neer, S. B. Olmstead of Los Angeles, 
had been retained by that body for 
the purpose of making the prelim- 
inary reports, and at the close of the 
meeting it was agreed that one dele- 
gate from each of the cities should be 
named to form a committee to wait 
upon the Board of Supervisors and de- 
cide what legal steps would be neces- 
sary before starting the actual work 
of constructing the sewer.. 
In this 


•way there will be at least fourteen of 
the leading cities of 
Los 
Angeles 


county cooperating toward one end. 


In outlining the work which the 


commission already had accomplished, 
for the benefit of the visitors, Mr. 
Reavis stated that in tentative discus- 
sions with Mr. Olmstead, the latter 
had expressed 
the opinion 
that 


eventually it would be found necessary 
to build levees to define the course of 
the San Gebriel river, and that the 
sewer could be built in those levies. 
He regarded the aewer not as some- 
thing that could be built In a day. but 
one of the greatest engineering enter- 


prises ever attempted in 
Southern 


California, and on which could not 
be completed within much less than 
four years. "We simply have started 
something and we want to see it fin- 
ished," said Mr. Reavis. "We do not 
want the glory, we want a sewer." 


Mr. Ratekin of Covina stated that 


the recent meeting in that city had 
followed 
an 
intimation 
from the 


members of the Board of Supervisors 
that sewer farms were soon to 
be 


things of the past. Having heard of 
the work which had been done by 
the Inter-City Commission 
of Pasa- 


dena, South Pasadena and Alhambra, 
the other cities were desirous of as- 
certaining whether cooperation would 
not be of mutual benefit. 


Mayor Bayley of Pomona furnished 


a concise idea of the position which 
that city would occupy in the general 
scheme, and told of how the system 
from his locality would work in the 
lower cities. 


Mr. Warner of Covina 
suggested 


that the work could be done by the 
county as a whole, without the neces- 
sity of forming any new combination 
of the individual cities involved. His 
idea was for tho county to build the 
main lines up to the city limits and 
let, each city connect its system with 
these main lines. 


"We can build 300 miles of roads 


this way," he said. "Why cannot we 
build forty miles of sewer?"

Covina City Election Overwhelmingly Buries Opposition 


To Clean and Modern City. I. C. Fairly Is De- 


feated and Welch Resigns In a Rage. " 


Pence Is Victorious. 
H 


OLLOWING immediately af- 
ter the election 
of three 


progressive 
orange ranch- 


ers to positions on the Co- 


yina city council, R. A. Welch, who 
still had two years more to serve on 
the board, resigned on Tuesday night, 


• and his resignition was immediately 


and unanimously accepted. His resig- 
nation was passed upon by the mem- 
bers of the old board with whom he 
had worked during the last two years, 
and there was not a dissenting vote. 
Welch's candidate, I.> C. Fairly, was 
badly defeated on election day, the 
women of the city 
voting heavily 


against him. With 
Fairly's 
defeat 


went also Welch's hopes to gain con- 
trol of the council, hence his resigna- 
tion. A progressive man, and one who 
is thoroughly in sympathy with the 
progress of the city, will be appointed 
by the board in his place. 


The election on Monday was a de- 


ciding victory for progressive govern- 
ment. 
F. H.. Fabrick, W. P. Watts 


and C. S. Beardsley, all 
prominent 


business men and 
citrus 
ranchers, 


were elected to the vacancies by the 
board by big majorities. Fabrick led 
the entire ticket with 394 votes. These 
men were selected by the voters who 
were in favor of a clean and progres- 
sive city. I, C. Fairly, a man who has 
been identified with the city since 
long before the 
incorporation, 
re- 


ceived 182 votes. There was no is- 
sue against Fairly except that the ma- 
jority of voters considered that he 
,was not a man of modern ideas, and 
that the time called for men of super- 
ior ability in handling twentieth cen- 
tury municipal questions. Fairly's de- 
feat was made more decisive through 
the.unpopularity of Trustee Welch. 


William Hoogendyk, the fifth man 


on the ballot who was running for 
trustee, received the highly compli- 
mentary number of 179 votes, in spite 
of the fact that the three men elected 
are the best and most popular pro- 
perty-holders in the city. Hoogendyk 
is a clean, progressive man, a,nd has 
a large following of friends and could 
have easily been elected if it had not 
been that the three leading candidat- 
es were slated for the positions in ad- 
vance, and a vigorous and systematic 
campaign conducted for them. 


Andrew M. Pence, who has been 


city clerk and city attorney for sever- 
el terms, was the decisively popular 
candidate for reelection. He was op- 
posed by Mrs. Lottie M. Merwin, wife 
of the proprietor of the Isis theater. 
She received 191 votes. No person- 
alities of any kind entered into the 
contest for "city clerk, but Mr. Pence's 
splendid record as city official, and his 
aggressive and progressive policies in 
the past, prevailed against Mrs. Mer- 
win's candidacy, and she was compar- 
atively unknown to the voters. James 
R. Hodges, formerly justice of the 
peace of this township, received the 
complimentary number of 34 votes.
